Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stale of Minnesota
CHAPTER 1.
Secrrow 1. All that part of the county of Dakota con-

tained within the limits and boundaries hereinafter described,.
shall be a city by the name of Hastings, and the people now:
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inhabiting, and those who shall hereafter inhabit within the
district of conntry hercin described, shall be a municipal cor-
poration by the name of the City of Hastings, and shall have
the general powera possessed by municipal corporations at
common law, and in addition thereto, shall possess the pow-
ers hereinafter specifically granted, and the authoritics thereof
shall have perpetual succession, and shall be capable of con-
tracting and being contracted with, of suing and being sued,
pleading and being impleaded in all Courts of law and equity,
and shall have a common geal, and may change and alter the
same at pleasure,

Sec. 2. The Territory included within the following boun-
daries and limits, shall constitute the city of Hastings, viz:
Section twenty, (20,) twenty-nine, (29,) thirty-two, (33,)
thirty-three, (83,) thirty-four, (34,) and thirty-five, (85,) and
fractional sections sixteen, (16,) seventeen, ( 11,) twenty-one,
(21,) twenty-two, (22,) twenty-three, (23,) twenty-six, (26,)
twenty-seven, (27,) and twenty-eight, %283 all being in town-
ship number one hundred and fifteen, (115,) north of range
number seventeen, (17,) west of the fifth principal meridian,
and in the aforesaid county of Dakota, and the jurisdiction of
said city shall also extend on the sorth front thereof over the
Missigsippi River to the left bank thereof descending, The
said city is hereby divided into three Wards, viz: The First
Ward to comprise all the Territory within the city limits east
of a line drawn throngh the middle of Bailly street, from the
north to the south boundary of the city; the Second Ward to
comprige all the Territory west of the line of the First Ward,
and east of a line drawn through the middle of Vermillion
street, from the north to the south boundary of the city; and
the Third Ward to comprise all the Territory within the city
limits not included within the First and Second Wards.

CHAPTER 1I.

Sec, 1. After the first election, the annual election of
city officers shall be held on the third Tnesday of May of each
year, at such places within cach Ward as the City Council
shall designate, and the polls shall be kept open from ten
o'clogk, A. M, till four, P. M., and ten duys previous notice
shall be given by the City Council, of the time and places of
holding such elections, and the officers to be elected, by post-
ing notices thereof in three of the most public places in the
city, and by publishing the same in at least one of the pa-
pers published in the city.

Sec, 2. The elective officers of the city shall be a Mayor,
Clerk, and one Alderman from the First and Third Wards,and
two Aldermen from the Second Ward, who shall have been
residents of the Ward from which they are elected for at least
thirty days next preceding the day of election, and shall hold
their office for one year from the firat of June, and until their
successors are elected and qualified.
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Szc. 3. Whenever a vacancy shail occur in the officeof, ...
Mayor or Alderman, such vacancy shall be filled by & new pow flled
election, which shall be ordered and held within twelve daye
afier such vacancy shall occur; any vacancy cccurring in any
other office, shall be filled by the City Council. Any person
elected or appointed to fill a vacancy, shall hold his office and

sdischarge the duties thereof for the unexpired term, and with
the same rights and subject to the same liabilities as the per-
son whose office he may be elected or appointed to fill,

Sec. 4. All clections by the people shall be by ballot, and o 4y vote
a plurality of votes constitute on election; whenever two orforan election
more candidates for an electjve office shali receive an equal
number of votea for the same office, the election shall be de-
termined by the casting of lofs in the presence of the City
Council, at such times and in such manper as they may
direct.

Sec. 5. All persons entitled to vote for County and State
Officers, and who shall have resided in the city for six months, Who may vote
and in the Ward in which he may offer to vote, thirty days
next preceding the day of clection, shall be entitled to vote
for any officer to be elected under this Act, and to hold any
office bereby created.

Sec. 6. After the first election, the election in said city Rold

shali be held apd conducted by the Adermen of each Ward, m:a:n
who shall be Inspectors of Elections, and who shall take the
oath or affirmation prescribed by the general laws of this
State, to be taken by ihe Judges and Inspectors of Elections,
The Inspectors shall have power to appoint a Clerk, and to
administer the necessary oaths. The said elections shall be
held and conducted in the same manner and under the same
penalties, and vacancies in the Board of Inspectors thereof,
filled as required by the general laws of this State regarding
elections.

Sec. 7. When an election shall be closed, and the number
of votes for cach candidate or person voted for, counted and Return of elec-
ascertained, the said Inspectors shall make returns thereof, tior
stating the number of votes for cach person, for each and
every office, and shall deliver, or cause to be delivered, such
returna to the City Olerk, who shall within ten days, give
notice to each of the persons Bo clected, of their respective
tlections.

Sec. 8. Special olections to fill vacancies, or for any other
purpose, shull be held and conducted in the same manner, and special elos-
the returns thereof shall be made in the same form and man-tions
ner as annuol clections.

Sec. 9. Any officer removing from this city, or any Alder-
man removing from the Ward for which he was elected, or pailere of offi-
any officer who shall peglect or refuse, for ten days after certo enter
notice of his election or appointment, to qualify and enter "P°" 9%
wpon the discharge of the duties of his office, shall be deemed
to have vacated his office, and the Gity Council ghall proceed
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to fill such vacancy, as herein prescribed or provided by or-
dinance, not in conflict with the provisions hereof.

Sec. 10. The first election for city officers, of the holding
of which, the passage of this Act sholl be deemed sufficient
notice, shall be held on the fourth Wednesday of June next,
at which time an election shall be held in each Ward, and
the voters of the Firat Ward shall vote at the house of P,
Rourke, those of the Second Ward, at the City Hotel, and
those of the Third Ward, at the St. Cloud House, but the City
Council may change said places of holding clections to any
other convenient place in each Ward respectively.

CHAPTER IIL.
OFFICERS—THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES,

Sec. 1. Every person appointed or elected to any office
under this Act, shall, before he enters upon the duties of his
office, take and subacribe an oath of office, and file the same,
duly certified by the officer taking the same, with the Clerk
of the city; and the Treasurer and Tax Collector, and such
other officers as the City Oouncil may direct, shall severally,
before entering upeon the duties of their reapective offices, ex-
ecute to the city of Hastings, a bond with at Ieast two sure-
ties, to be approved by the City Council, and such bond shall
contain such conditions as the Ci.y Council may deem proper,
and they may, from {ime to time, require new or additional
bonds, and remove from office any officer refusing or neglect-
ing to give the same.

Szc. 2. The Mayor shall, when present, preside over the
meetings of the City Council, and take care that the laws of
the State and the ordinances of the city be strictly enforced
and duly observed, and that all other executive officers of
the oity discharge their respective dutics. The Mayor or
any two Aldermen may call special meetings of the City
Council. He shall have power to execute all acts that may
be required of him by en ordinance madein pursuance of this
Act, and is hereby authorized to call upon every male inhab-
itant of said city over the age of eightcen years, to aid in
enforcing the laws and ordinances, and in case of riot, to
call out the militia to aid him in suppressing the same in car-
rying into effect any law or ordinance; any person who shall
not obey such call, shall forfeit to said city a fine not exceed-
ing twenty-five dollars, and not less than five dollars,

Ec. 3. In casethe Mayor shall be Euilty of any willful op-
ression or corrupt partiality in the discharge of the duties
of his office, be ghall be liable to indictment, and on convic-
tion threof, shall pay a fine of not more than five hundred
dollars, and the Court shall have power, (npon the recom-
mendation of the jury in the cause,) to add to the judgment
for the fine, that he be removed from office.
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Ssc. 4. In case of the absence of the Mayor from the €ity, speancs of
«or his inability from any reason to discharge the duties of his Mayer
office, the Counncil shall elect, by ballot, from their own num-
ber, an officer who shall be styled “Acting Mayor,” and all acts

erformed by him shall have the same force and validity as
if performed by the Mayor,

Sec. 5 The Clerk shall keep the corporate seal and all the
papera and records of the city, and keep s record of all ‘;i."?"gm
the proceedings of the City Council. He ghall draw or-
ders on the Treasurer, in pursnance of any order or resolu-
tion of the City Council, and keep a full and accurate account
thereof in books provided for that purpose, and make a full
and fair record of all the bylaws, rules or ordinances made
or passed by said City Council. The Clerk shall have power
to administer oaths or affirmation and copies of all papers
filed in his office, and transcripts from the records of the
City Council, certified to by him under the corporate seal,
shall be evidence in ail Uourts in like manner as if the
original were produced. He shall report annually, on or
about the firat day of June, to the Council, an estimate of
the expengea of the city for the curreut year, and the
revenues necessary to be raised therefor, and the fiscal year
of the city shall commence on the first dayof June. Heshall
countersign all coniracts made in behalf of the city, snd all
certificaten of work done by order of the City Council. He
ghall negotiate such temporary loans for the city as the City
Council shall direct, and such loan ghall be subject to the ap-
proval of the City Council. He shall examine the reports,
books, papers, vouchers and accounts of the Treasurer, and
from time to time, shall perform such other dutics as the
Covneil shall direct. He shall not be direetly or indirectly
interested in any contract or job to which the city is a party,
or in any loan to be negotiated by the city.

Sec, 8. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging
to the city, and keep an accurate and detailed account thereof, Treasuzer,
and on the first doy of June, and quarterly thereafter, he shali b duties
exhibit to the City Council a full and detailed account of all
the receipts and cxpenditures after the date of the last quar-
terly report, and also the state of the treasury, which ac-
counts ehall be filed with the Clerk,

Sec, 9. The Marshal shall exccute such orders, and per- ypong,
form such duties as are prescribed by the City Council, for his duties

.the preservation of the public peace, for the good order,
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cleanliness and government of the city, and for all other pur-

es, He shall pogsess the powers of a constable at common
rnov‘:r, and under the statutes of this State and receive like
fees.

Sec. 10. The City Survegor shall hold his office during
the pleasure of the City Council, who shall prescribe his
duties and fix the fees of compensation for any services per.
formed by him; all surveys, profiles, plans or estimates made
by him for the city, shall be the property of the city, and shall
he carefully preserved in the office of the Clerk, open to the
inspection of parties intcrested.

Sec. 11, Tho Justice of the Peace for the city, shall pos.

City Justice ofgess all the authority, power and rights of a Justice of the

Peace, and shall have sole exclusive jurisdiction to hear all
complaints, and conduct all examinations and trials in crim-
inal cases within the city, cognizable before a Justice of the
Peice, but warrants returnable before the said City Justice,
may be isgued in criminal cases by any Justice of the Peace
of said county of Dakota, but no fee shall be received
therefor by such Justices. Said Justice ghall have exclusive
jurisdiction in all cases in which the cityis u party., In case-
of the abaence, sickness or other disability of said Justice, or
from any suflicient reason, the Mayor, by warrant, may author-
ize any other Justice of the Peace within the limits of the
city, to perform the duties pertaining to the office of said Jus-
tice, and the Mayor shall thereupon inform the City Attorney
and Marshal of such appointment, and make report thereof to
the City Council, and they may confirm or sct aside such ap-
pointment, or appoint some other person, and the person so
appointed, shall, for the time being, and until his appointment
is vacated, possess all the authority, powers and rights ap-
pertaining to the office of Justice of the Peace for the city,
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be deemed or
so construed as to deprive the city Justice of the Peace of
his jurisdiction,
